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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Statement for Reasons of Allowance 

This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on 10/27/08. Claims 2- 
12 and 14 are pending. Claims 1 and 13 have been canceled. Claim 14 is new. 
Claims 2-6 and 8-12 have been amended. Applicant's remarks filed in the request have 
been fully considered and are persuasive, thus the former 35 USC 103 rejections have 
been overcome. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record fails to teach a portable multi-function parts washer for removing 
contaminants from parts either by hand or automatically using an aqueous cleaning 
fluid, said parts washing comprising a base, sides, an upper jet cleaning section, a 
lower jet cleaning section, a cleaning receptacle mounted in the jet cleaning section, a 
spray manifold, a spray nozzle, a fluid pump, a sink mounted on the cabinet open top, a 
hand washer, a drain, a fluid reservoir, a pump in fluid communication with the reservoir 
and having its outlet fluid in fluid communication with said manifold and said washer to 
supply pressurized cleaning fluid to said hand washer and said spray manifold 
exclusively from said reservoir independent of any external fluid supply, inter alia at 
least the claim limitations of independent claim 14
